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Britain sends warplanes to Cyprus 


LONDON (R) — ^Britain Friday ordered six planes to Cyprus to 
be ready to protect the British contingent of the multi-national 
-peacekeeping force in Lebanon, the Defence Ministry ann- 
ounced. The planes are Buccaneers, long-range strike aircraft 
aimed with a wide range of conventional bombs and missiles. A 
ministry spokesman said they had already left for the British Air 
Force Base at Ajcrotiri, Cyprus. The Buccaneers would provide 
air support if the need should arise to protect the 97-man British 
military contingent, which has come under fire while on pea- 
cekeeping duty in Lebanon, the spokesman added.

Marines come 


under heavy fire 


BEIRUT (R) — U.S. Marines came under 
renewed artillery fire Friday and a Red 
Cross convoy trying to bring relief supplies 
to thousands of Christian refugees was rep- 
orted to have been diverted by gunmen. 


A- Marines spokesman said 
more than a dozen rounds bel- 
ieved to be mortar bombs crashed 
around the base at Beirut Airport, 
putting them on full alert. 

No U.S. positions were hit and 
the Marines, part of a mul- 
tinational force with French. Ita- 
lian and British units, did not ret- 
aliate as they have done in the 
past, he said. 

Meanwhile, a relief convoy of 
food and medicine for an est- 
imated 4U.UU0 Christian refugees 
from fighting between Christians 
and Druze fighters failed to get 
through for the second day run- 
ning. 

A spokeswoman for the Int- 
ernational Committee of the Red 
Cross ( ICRC) said four lorries full 
of food were diverted before rea- 
ching the Druze-encircled town of 
Deir A1 Qamar. 40 kilometres 
south-east of Beirut. 

“They were slopped at (the 


nearby town of) Beiteddin and 
had to take another road in ano- 
ther direction." she said. “We are 
still in contact to try and get the 
convoy back.” 

Earlier Friday French war- 
planes streaked over gun positions 
east of Beirut after a French sol- 
dier was wounded in shellfire. 

A French embassy spokesman 
said two Super-Etendard 
fighter-bombers took off from the 
aircraft carrier Foch off the Leb- 
anese coast on a mission to pho- 
tograph hostile gun emp- 
lacements. 

A French foreign legionnaire in 
the four-nation Beirut peace force 
was wounded when a shell hit the 
gardens of the 2,000-strong con- 
tingent's headquarters in the old 
ambassadorial residence. 

Several shells crashed nearby, 
and one set a nearby hospital abl- 
aze. The attack brought French 
casualties since Aug. 29 to seven

dead and 20 wounded. 

Politicians and officials have 
appealed for international aid for 
the refugees in Deir A1 Qamar. 
the main Christian centre in the 
Shouf mountains 40 kilometres 
southeast of Beirut, since Druze 
fighters began closing in on it. 

The Israelis withdrew from the 
Beirut outskirts on Sunday, set- 
ting off a full-scale war between 
Syrian-backed Druze fighters and 
rightist Christian militiamen str- 
uggling for control of the high 
mountains. 

Just east of the U.S. Marine pos- 


itions there are poor Muslim sub- 
urbs where Shi'ite Muslim mil- 
itiamen are in control. A little fur- 
ther. there are Christian mil- 
itiamen. Beyond that are Syrian- 
backed Druze militias and. eve- 
ntually. Syrian army troops. 

The Marines never say who they 
think has fired on them. On Thu- 
rsday. both the Marines at the air- 
port and the frigate Bowen off- 
shore blasted a gun position after 
it twice opened shellfire on the 
Marines. 

The Marines said the gun was 
knocked out but they did not say 


who they thought was manning it- 

The gun appeared to be in an 
area controlled by anti- 
government Druze militiamen but 
other militias are not far away and 
there was no confirmation as to 
whom the Americans had hit. 

About 10 rockets landed close 
to the U.S. positions late Thursday 
night but there were no casualties 
and the U.S. forces did not shoot 
back. 

A Christian militia spokesman 
said his men were bearing down 
on the key crossroads town of 
Qabr Shmoun.

"1 wish to categorically deny 
everything which has been said 
and repeated about some son of 
Syrian responsibility for the she- 
lling in question.”

After shells hit the French mil- 
itary headquarters in Beirut on 
Wednesday. France sent up Super 
Etendard jets from the aircraft 
carrier Foch and said it would str- 
ike back if the fire continued, a 
warning seen as aimed at Syria. 

But Mr. Chakour said a rapid 
telephone call from French Ext- 
ernal Relations Minister Claude 
Cheysson to officials in Damascus 
over the incident had been a “fri- 
endly" request for Syrian int- 
ervention to end the artillery fire.

Korean community holds ceremony for KAL victims

AMMAN — The Korean com- 
munity in Jordan Thursday con- 
demned the Soviet Union for sho- 
oting down an unarmed Korean 
civil airliner, calling the act “bar- 
baric and inhuman” . 

Expressing their grief and sor- 
row during a mourning ceremony 
for the 269 victims of the Korean 
Airlines Boeing 747 at Amman’s 
Shemeisani centre, the South 
Korean community adopted a 
resolution condemning the Soviet 


Union and demanding an apology 
for their “criminal a ad barbaric 
act and to punish all those res- 
ponsible for shooting down the 
airliner,” the resolution said. 

The ceremony was attended by 
more than 200 members of the 
community during which a det- 
ailed report of the tragic event was 
given. Prayers wereoffered forthe 
victims and sticks of incense were 
lit by the community members and 
adopted a resolution the text of 
which will be forwarded to the 
United Nations. 

The community, excluding 


some of the workers, consists of 
1 ,400 members. 

Thursday’s prayers were off- 
ered for all the 15 different nat- 
ionals who lost their lives in the 
incident. 

“This is a traditional custom" 
said Mr. Kwang of the South Kor- 
ean embassy in Amman.” we hold 
similar ceremonies for the wor- 
kers who loose their lives in tragic 
accidents during work. 

“Human beings are bom equal 
they live in a society equally and 
pass to the other world equally. 
That is what we believe in.” said 


Mr. Kwang. 

The resolution, which was ado- 
pted during the ceremony, also 
demanded that the Soviet Union 
provide full and complete com- 
pensation for the loss of the air- 
craft, the passengers and the crew 
members. 

It urged the Soviet Union to 
guarantee an “unimpeded inv- 
estigation by the representatives 
of international organisations and 
the Republic of Korea, and we 
request the Soviets to guarantee 
against the recurrence of such an 
inhuman crime.” 


Moscow admits shooting down airliner 


LONDON (R) — . The Soviet 
Union Friday finally admitted 
shooting down a South Korean 
jumbo jet last week but rejected 
demands that it should pay com- 
pensation for the airliner and its- 
269 crew and passengers. 

After 10 days of partly con- 
flicting statements from Moscow, 
Chief of Staff Nikolai Ogarkov 
told a news conference that Soviet 
fighters shot down the airliner 
with missiles when h ignored ord- 
ers to land. 

He said the Korean plane flew * 
over a missile base in the south of 
Sakhalin Island in the eastern Sov- 
iet Union and there could be no 
doubt it was on a premeditated 
espionage mission. 

In Tokyo; police said a Japanese 
fishing boat had found the body of 
a child in the sea near where the 
Korean plan was shot down. An 
autopsy showed a metal fragment - 
in the child's brain and glass spl- 
inters in the chest, the police said. 

Western anger over the incident 
showed no signs of abating and 16 


NATO nations meeting in Bru- 
ssels Friday were expected to dec- 
ide to ban Soviet airline flights to 
Western countries for two weeks 
in protest. 

In Paris, the French gov- 
ernment proposed new rules to 
ban the use of force against civ- 
ilian planes and called for a special 
meeting of the International Civil 
Aviation Organisation (ICAO) to 
table a four-point safety plan. 

The Soviet chief of staff told the 
two-hour Moscow news con- 
ference the decision to shoot down 
the plane was taken by the local 
defence forces commander and he 
and other officials indicated such 
an incident might not be the last. 

In Madrid, U.S. Secretary of. 
State George Shultz described the 
attack as the last of a series of bla- 
tant acts of Soviet defiance of 
East-West agreements signed at 
Helsinki in 1975. 

He told the European Security 
Conference: “The Soviet Union 
defines its security in a way so abs- 
olute. self-centred and cynical that 


it poses a danger to all other cou- 
ntries.” 

Western diplomats said all 
NATO countries were expected to 
support proposals outlawing the 
use of force against passenger pla- 
nes and that all except France, 
Greece and possibly Spain would 
join in a ban on the Aeroflot Air- 
line. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher said the 
ban would come into effect next 
Thursday to coincide with a Uni- 
ted Nations Civil Aviation mee- 
ting in Montreal Canada, when 
the West will propose global rules 
to prevent further attacks. 

. In Paris, the External Relations 
■Ministry said its proposed four- 
point plan would oblige military 
authorities to alert the country 
involved if a civilian plane got into 
difficulties. 

It would also involved the rapid 
introduction of compatible radio 
equipment for military and civil 
aircraft, new procedures for int- 
ercepting aircraft and an ame- 


ndment of the Chicago Con- 
vention obliging all countries not 
to use force. 

Diplomatic sources said the last 
of these proposals was the most 
significant and was first put for- 
ward by France after Israel shot 
down a Libyan airliner over Sinai 
in 1973. 

At the time, both the Soviet 
Union and the United States abs- 
tained and the proposal failed to 
win the necessary two-thirds maj- 
ority in the ICAO council. 

British Airways suspended 
flights' to Moscow Friday but con- 
tinued to provide facilities for inc- 
oming Aeroflot flights. 

British pilots had voted Thu- 
rsday not to fly to Moscow for 60 
days. No other trade union at 
London's Heathrow Airport has 
so far supported their boycott. 

Finnish Airline pilots ann- 
ounced they would meet Saturday 
to decide whether to join the boy- 
cott. The national airline Finnair 
flies six times a week to Soviet cap- 
ital.

Mitterrand 

PARIS (Rl — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko bru- 
shed aside questions about last 
week’s shooting down of a Korean 
airliner after a two-hour meeting 
with French Preside m Francois 
Mitterrand Friday. 

As he left the Elysee Palace. 
Mr. Gromyko said his meeting 
with Mr. Minerrand and External 
Relations Minister Claude Che- 
ysson revealed some differences 
but he did not elaborate. 

He said the talks covered 
“many problems of Soviet- French 
relations and international rel- 
ations. We talked about nuclear 
weapons and the Geneva neg- 
otiations. We talked about some 
regional events." 

The Soviet foreign minister des- 
cribed the talks as “substantial” 
but did not describe the atm- 
osphere. 

Before the meeting, which ran 
much longer than expected, Mr. 
Cheysson made- clear Mr. Gro- 
myko would be closely questioned 
over the airliner incident, which 
has caused an outcry in France. 

Presidential spokesman Mic- 
helle Vauzelle said the talks cov- 
ered Afghanistan, the Middle 
East, Africa. Poland, human 
rights and the Geneva neg- 
otiations on medium-range nuc- 
lear missiles. 

Mr. Mitterrand had reiterated 
France’s views on the Korean air- 
liner incident and listened to“long 
explanations” from Mr. Gromyko 
on this and other topics. 

The spokesman said the pre- 
sident expressed his country’s 
view on all questions . 


King, Queen arrive 
in S. Korea today 


SEOUL jR) — His Majesty King 
Hussein arrives in Seoul Saturday 
for a four-day visit at the inv- 
itation of South Korean President 
Chun Doo Hwan to discuss bil- 
ateral and international relations. 

Officials here said the King's- 
visit, the first to South Korea by a 
Middle Eastern head of state, was 
expected to help Seoul to expand 
its relations with other Arab sta- 
tes. 

Jordan has diplomatic relations 
with both South Korea and North 
Korea which, as a member of the 
Non-Aligned Movement, is eng- 
aged in diplomatic rivalry with the 
South in the Arab World. 

The officials said there were no 
pending issues between Jordan 
and South Korea but that King 
Hussein and Mr. Chun would seek 
to promote understanding and 
economic links between their nat- 
ions. 

Bilateral economic relations 
have increased in recent years, 
with South Korean exports to Jor- 
dan amounting to S4S million last 
year when Jordan exported Sl(> 
million worth of goods to this cou- 
ntry. official figures here show. 

The officials said Jordan wanted 


to sell phosphate rocks, its main 
product, to South Korea. 

South Korean firms obtained 
nearly S 1 (Hi million worth of con- 
struction contracts in Jordan last 
year, and about UOti Korean 
workers are engaged in conr 
struct ion and engineering projects 
in Jordan, according to the off- 
icials. 

“We expect King Hussein's inf- 
luence in the Middle East would 
help our efforts to enhance ties 
with other states in the region and 
non-aligned nations.” one official 
said. 

South Korea, which imports 
about 7n per cent of its vital crude 
oil requirements from Saudi Ara- 
bia. Kuwait and other Middle Eas- 
tern states, has positively sup- 
ported the Arab position on the 
Middle East question, including 
Palestinian rights. 

Israel, which still maintains dip- 
lomatic relations with South 
Korea, withdrew its embassy in 
Seoul in 197N in the face of gro- 
wing South Korean- Arab links. 

King Hussein, now visiting 
China, is also due to tour Japan, 
the Philippines. Singapore. Mal- 
aysia. Thailand. India and Oman. 


Iraqi planes said strike 
inside Iranian territory 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq said Fri- 
day its planes carried out intensive 
raids on Iranian positions and 
troop concentrations on the nor- 
thern Gulf war front. 

A war communique on battles 
in the past 24 hours said Iraqi jets 
also attacked Iranian con- 
centrations, camps and weapon 
positions deep inside Iranian ter- 
ritory. inflicting heavy losses in 
men and equipment. 

The communique, carried by 
the official Iraqi News Agency 
IN A said all the planes returned 


safely after "Iraqi pilots saw col- 
umns of smoke billowing from... 
destroyed targets.” 

It did not give details of the 
raids and did not indicate how 
deep into Iranian territory its pla- 
nes flew. 

Rugged Kurdish mountains, 
dominating the northern front of 
the three-year-old war. have been 
the scene of some intense fighting 
since July 23. when Iranian forces 
launched a cross-border thrust in 
the area. 


Bonn is optimistic about 
breakthrough in Geneva 


MADRID (R) — West Germany 
said Friday there was a possible 
sign of an important new Soviet 
concession that could lead to a 
breakthrough in the Geneva neg- 
otiations on reducing medium - 
range nuclear missiles in Europe. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher told rep- 
orters he thought it “remarkable" 
that in talks he had with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko Thursday. Mr. Gromyko 
had conceded that French and Bri- 
tish missiles could also be con- 
sidered as strategic weapons. 

Soviet insistence so far that the 
French and British systems must 
be laken into account in neg- 
otiating mutual East- West missile 


reductions has been a major bar- 
rier to progress in Geneva. 

Mr. GeDscher told a press oon-; 
ference that Mr. Gromyko said 
the French and British missiles 
had "two faces” and could be seen 
as both strategic and medium- 
range weapons.

Ceausescu hails Madrid

VIENNA (R> — Romanian Pre- 
sident Nicolae Ceausescu. in a 
speech published Friday, wel- 
comed adoption of a final doc- 
ument at the Madrid session of the 
European Security Conference 
and said he believed it could usher 
in a new stage of East- West det- 
ente. 

Mr. Ceausescu. addressing a 
meeting on economic affairs in 
Bucharest Thursday, praised eff- 
orts to achieve a compromise that 
enabled Malta to end an eight- 


week filibuster which threatened 
lo deprive the 35-nation Madrid 
gathering of a consensus needed 
for decisions. 

Malta had held out for a sep- 
arate meeting on Mediterranean 
security, but eventually accepted a 
formula that other nations would 
support Maltese initiatives “when 
appropriate." 

Mr. Ceausescu said Romaiud' 
had advocated patience in dealing 
with Malta. 


Greeks await contents 
of accord on U.S. bases 


ATHENS (R) — Greeks were 
Friday awaiting the contents of an 
accord about U.S. bases here 
which could provoke widespread 
disillusionment among left-, 
wingers if it fails to live up to the 
Socialist government’s promises. 

The official news agency ANA 
reported that Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou. elected 
with a pledge to rid Greece of the 
bases, had assured the cabinet 
Thursday that the accord would 
expire in 1988, paving the way for 
the bases’ withdrawal. 

But two newspapers published 
identical versions of what they 
said was a full text of the accord. 


initialled in July and signed Thu- 
rsday night, which support Was- 
hington's claim that withdrawing' 
the bases is seen only as a pos- ; 
sibiltty. 

One senior Greek official, in a 
position to know the text said the 
version published by the satirical 
weekly Pontiki and the con- 
servative daily. Mesiravrini. con- 
tained “many, many mistakes.”

But a radical departure from the 
plan he set out so firmly on Aug.

Pakistan and said he warned Isl- 
amic democracy. Islam was built 
on the concept of a unified Muslim 
nation and therefore did not allow 
opposition parties, he said. 

Meanwhile the first serious 
clash in Lahore broke out between 
protesters and police Thursday 
night when a large crowd threw 


rocks at two banks, opposition 
sources said. Police had to charge 
the crowd with batons to disperse 
it. 

The sources said police seized 
several hundred copies of an app- 
eal issued by Lhe Pakistan People's 
Party (PPP) two weeks ago in the 
name of hs chairman. Begum Nus- 
rat Bhutto, widow of PPP founder 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. 

The appeal, calling on all Pak- 
istanis to protest, was particularly 
aimed at Punjabis. 

Punjab. Pakistan's most pop- 
ulous province, has been relatively 
quiet so far and opposition sources 
concede their civil disobedience 
movement needs support there to 
become a real threat to Gen. Zia. 

Seven Punjabi politicians. aU 
PPP members, returned from 
self-exile in Europe on Monday to 
help spread protests in the pro- 
vince. But armed police quickly 
arrested them at Islamabad Air- 
port and whisked them away to 
jail.

Iraq, Turkey agree 
on security cooperation 


Saudis say Iranian 
pilgrims make trouble 


BAGHDAD (Rt - Turkish Int- 
erior vl mister Selahauin Cctiner 
flew home Friday after a five-day 
v isit during which Turkey and Iraq 
agreed on security cooperation, 
the official Iraqi news agency IN A 
said. 

It said vlr. Ceiiner and Iraqi 
Interior vlinister Saadoun Shakir 
signed joint minutes aimed at fur- 
ther developing friendship and 
cooperation between the two cou- 
ntries. but gave no details. 

vlr. Ceiiner held extensive talks 
with vlr. Shakir, met First Deputy 
Prime Minister Taha Yassin Ram- 
adan and conveyed a message 
from Turkish President Kenan 
Evren to President Saddam Hus- 
sein ol Iraq, which 1NA said was 
related to bilateral relations. 


Diplomatic sources said Mr. 
Ceiiner and vlr. Shakir discussed 
the protection of a ftM5-kilometre 
oil pipeline from the Kirkuk oil 
Helds in northern Iraq to Ceyhan 
on the Turkish Mediterranean 
coast. 

The 7ftft.ftftft barrels a day pip- 
eline has been Iraq’s only outlet 
for oil exports since the three- 
year-old war with Iran closed its 
Gulf ports and Syria shut down a 
pipeline last year across its ter- 
ritory to the vlediterranean. 

Ankara has been concerned by 
fresh fighting on the northern Gulf 
war from, within 6<> kilometres 
of Turkish territory, but stresses it 
remains strictly neutral in the con- 
flict. 


Turkish premier begins 
2-day visit to Singapore 


SINGAPORE ( Ri - Turkish 
Prime Minister Bulend Ulusu Fri- 
day began a two-day. semi-official 
visit to Singapore as pan of an eff- 
ort to establish closer economic 
and political links with South East 
Asia. 

vlr. Ulusu. the first head of the 
Turkish government to visit the 
island state, held talks with Prime 
vlinister Lee Kuan Vew after arr- 
iving here with a 1 3-member del- 
egation. including Commerce 
vlinister Kemal Caniurk. from 
Kuala Lumpur. 

Details of the talks were not dis- 
closed. Turkish officials said they 
were exploratory, designed to lay 
the groundwork for further high 
level contacts between the two 
countries. 

■*Wc feel that Singapore could 
play an important role in Turkey’s 


efforts to establish closer links 
with the Association of South East 
Asian Nations t ASEAN)”. Tur- 
kish ambassador Reha Aytaman 
told Reuters. 

vlr. Aytaman said Mr. Ulusu s 
visit signalled a new Turkish att- 
empt to increase trade with 
ASEAN, one of the world" s fastest 
growing areas. 

The talks between Mr. Ulusu 
and vlr. Lee were believed to have, 
focussed mainly on economic mat- 
ters. with the Turkish president 
expressing a desire to increase 
trade. 

vlr. Lee has accepted an inv- 
itation to visit Ankara 

Twelve Turkish businessmen, 
including National Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry Cha- 
irman vlelawat Yazar. were also 
travelling with vlr. Ulusu. 


NAIROBI iRi — The Saudi Ara- 
bian embassy to Kenya Friday 
accused Iranians on the annual 
Haj pilgrimage of carrying wea- 
pons and organising political 
demonstrations in Mecca and 
Medina. 

The embassy, in a statement 
published in The Kenya Times, 
warned that Saudi Arabia would 
take drastic measures against tro- 
ublemakers on the pilgrimage to 
the holy shrines that Muslims are 
expected to make at least once in 
their lives. 

A spokesman forthe Saudi con- 
sulate here said the document, 
emanating from the Saudi interior 
ministry and supreme committee 
for Haj" affairs, had also been dis- 
tributed to other missions abroad 
for publication. The document 
was not dated but the last incident 
it referred to was last July 26. 

“We find that Iranian pilgrims 
hide in their travelling bags 
hand-weapons with a big quantity 
of publications of political cam- 
paign pro their leader (Ayatollah 


Ruhollah) Khomeini. 

“In their publications there are 
glaring attacks against the leaders 
of the royal kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia and accusations againsi its 
policies.” the embassy said. 

The pilgrims also “...hold boi- 
sterous and noisy demonstrations 
marching through the streets of 
Mecca and Medina and through 
the streets of aD sacred places cha- 
nting slogans....” it added. 

The statement accused Iranian 
pilgrims of holding meetings in 
mosques attended by up to several 
hundred people during which rev- 
olutionary statements were read 
on loudspeakers. 

Security guards several limes 
discovered Iranian pilgrims trying 
to enter the two main mosqqes 
with weapons, it added. 

The statement warned: “Saudi > 
Arabia will not be lenient or hes- 1 
itanx to take drastic measures aga - 1 
inst anyone who will try to disturb 
security or (carry out) acts con- 
trary to the basic teachings of 
Islam.” 


BEIRUT (R) — The guns boo- 
ming in Lebanon's mountains are 
the latest shots in 140 years of riv- 
alry between Christians and the 
Druze Muslims which many Leb- 
anese fear may engulf the whole 
country and draw in foreign arm- 
ies. 

The main fighters are rightwing 
Falangists and leftist Druze. who ‘ 
have clashed since Israel inv- 
asion last June upset the power 
balance between the two com- 
munities. 

When Israel pulled out last 
Sunday, they Fell to full- scale civil 
war with the Druze notching up a 
quick victory by securing their 
supply lines with their Syrian bac- 
kets in the east of the country. 

The conflict has grown with the 
entry of the Lebanese army, which 
emerged as a fighting force for the 
first time during battles over the 
past two weeks against Muslim 
and leftist gunmen in Beirut. 

Supporting the army is a U.S.- 
led peace force which has rep- 
eatedly fired on hostile guns man- 
ned by pro-Syrian militias, pro- 
mpting fears that the Western tro- . 
ops may be drawn into' conflict 
with Soviet-backed Syria. 

Waiting in the wings are several 
restless Muslim and leftist armed 
factions in Beirut, allies of the 
Druze and opposed to President 
Amin Gemayel. 

On the other side of the cou- 


ntry. an array of Palestinian com- 
mando groups and leftist Leb- 
anese organisations hostile to the 
government have bases in 
Syrian-held territory. 

Government’s nightmare 

It is the Lebanese government's 
nightmare that these Syrian- 
backed irregulars will unite with 
the Druze and thrust down the 
hills to Beirut, linking up with 
poor Muslims in the southern 
slums of Beirut. 

Here are details on the major 
sectarian groups and armed fac- 
tions involved: 

— The Druze. a breakaway sect 
of Islam, number about 25<UMM) 
in Lebanon, mainly in the pine- 
clad Shouf Mountains and Aley 
Hills south and east of Beirut. 
Once lords of Lebanon, they have 
been losing to the wealthier and 
more numerous Maronite Chr- 
istians since the last century. 

The spearhead of their fight for 
a bigger say in running the 
Christian-led country is the Pro- 
gressive Socialist. Pany (PSP), 
headed by pro-Syrian Walid Juh- 
bfcu?,* . 

Thq PSP militia has heavy art- 
illery. rocket launchers and 
Soviet-made armoured vehicles. 
It does not reveal the numbers of 
its fighters. 

— The Maronite Christians are 


the dominant sea in Lebanon's 
patchwork of religious com- 
munities. They control the rightist 
militia known as “the Lebanese 
forces." a well-disciplined private 
army which has long received 
arms and training from the Isr- 
aelis. 

They are politically powerful, 
but military analysts say their pos- 
ition in the Aley area is weak. 
They have offered to hand over 
their barracks to the Lebanese 
army as pan of a political set- 
tlement if it moves into the Shouf. 

— The 33 .< m i< J -strong Lebanese 
army, rebuilt over the past year 
with U.S. help, says it will not 
move into the war zone until it can 
do so peacefully. 

it has taken up positions on the 
edges of the war zone and clashed 
with the Druze. who accuse ti of 
being a tool of Falangist dom- 
ination. It says its strategy is to seal 
off Beirut — the only area it con- 
trols — from infiltration by 
Syrian-backed rebels. 

— Several Muslim and leftist 
armed groups, until recently und- 
erground. bloodied the array dur- 
ing an abortive insurrection in 
B.eirut last week. Among these are 
the. leftist Sunni Muslim vlur- 
abitoun (sentinels), the ShiTie 
Muslim Amal (hope ) organisation 
which controls the southern slums, 
and PSP forces. 

The army accuses these groups 


of trying to take Beirut back to the 
1Y75-76 civil war. when 
Palestinian-backed Muslim and 
leftist fighters battled against Chr- 
istian rightists. 

— Palestinian commando gro- 
ups have been repeatedly accused 
by Lebanese authorities of fig- 
hting beside the Druze. 

Lebanese intelligence officers 
say 1.6(H) Palestinians and allied 
fighters have entered areas vac- 
ated by Israel from Syrian- held 
territory farther east. 

The Palestinians, while pro- 
claiming support forthe PSP. deny 
any involvement and there has 
been no independent con- 
firmation. 

— The Syrian army has an est- 
imated 3n.iH)i> men in east and 
north Lebanon, h entered Leb- 
anon in 1976 to force an end to the 
civil war and later gained an Arab 
peace-keeping mandate which has 
since expired. 

Syria refuses to pull out its army 
while Israeli troops are on Leb- 
anese soil and has branded Pre- 
sident Gemayel an Israeli puppet. 

— The Israeli army, whose pul- 
lback set off the latest crisis, is ent- 
renched behind a defensive line 
along the Awali River about 4ft 
kilometre south of Beirut. It has 
warned Syria not to enter the area 
it vacated and indicated ft will str- 
ike back if it Teels its security thr- 
eatened. 


Iran mops up Kurdish areas Afghan guerrillas said besiege 2 vital towns 


LONDON (Rj — Iranian forces 
killed or captured more than 140 
Kurdish rebels and “liberated" 
over 3ft villages in north-west Iran 
in one of the biggest mopping-up 
campaigns since March. Iranian 
state media reported Friday. 

The national news agency Ima 
said more than 90 “counter- 
revolutionaries" — a term used to 
refer to Kurdish guerrillas — were 
killed or captured after gov- 
ernment forces closed in on rebels 
in areas around Saqqez, Bowkan 


and Baneh near the Iraqi border. 

The agency, received in Lon- 
don. said villages “liberated” by. 
government forces served as rebel 
communications and detention 
centres. “A great deal of arm- 
ament and various weaponry” was 
captured, it added. 

Tehran radio, monitored by the 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
(BBC), said a total of 3ft villages 
were purged of “counter- 
revolutionaries.” 


PESHAWAR. Pakistan (R) — 
vl us lira guerillas are closiog in on 
two strategic towns in eastern 
Afghanistan, hoping to capture 
them soon and open large areas of 
border land to unhindered rebel 
movement, guerrilla sources said 
here. 

The guerrillas have already sur- 
rounded the towns of Khost and 
Urgun in Paktia Province, bor- 
dering on Pakistan, they told Reu- 
ters. and the final offensive on 
Khost should stan soon. 


They expected Urgun to fall 
soon afterwards to guerriflas fig- 
hting the Babrak Karma) gov- 
ernment. installed with the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan in 1979. 

Control of the towns would 
leave large areas of border land 
open for guerrillas to transport 
arms and supplies from bases in 
Pakistan towards Kabul and other 
areas in the interior of the country, 
according to the sources who are 
close to Peshawar-based guerrillas 
groups. 


The sources said guerrillas had 
moved to within one or two kil- 
ometres of Khost, an Afghan army 
stronghold, and the garrison there 
was now all but isolated with only 
about Hftft soldiers and several 
dozen Soviet advisors left. 

The guerrillas narrowed in on 
Khost in the past few weeks by 
capturing or disarming a series of 
militia posts meant to defend the 
town, also known as Matun. 

Many tribesmen manning the 
posts went over to the rebels des- 


pite a two-year government pro- 
gramme to pay and train them as 
militia to keep guerriDas from cro- 
ssing the territory, the sources 
said. 

“That's two years' work wiped 
out.” said one source, who had 
just met rebel commanders arr- 
iving from the Khost area. “They 
will have to stan again from zero.” 

They said Soviet and Afghan 
forces in the two towns were being 
supplied by air because roads were 
all ia rebel hands.

Al Ra’i: More sinister motives 


THE AMERICAN and French involvement in the Lebanese civil 
. war seems to be escalating. Following the operation carried out by 
French fighter-bombers from the Aircraft Carrier Foch, the U.S’. 
navy did not wait long to launch a similar bombing attack. Needless 

■ (o say. these two operations are evidently out of step with the initial 
brief of the multi-national force in Lebanon. It can be said that the 

- French and American operations aimed to defend the troops of the 
. two countries operating in Lebanon, who have been bombarded 
recently and some killed. But this argument hardly stands up due to 
the following reasons. 

— Aerial and naval operations can by no means guarantee the safety 
of multi-national troop members, but on the contrary, these ope- 
rations escalate armed hostilities, in Lebanon — and risk greater 
casualties among its forces. 

— The French and American military operations can simply open 
the way for further foreign interference, which could turn Lebanon a 

. platform for superpower confrontation. 

■ — The outcome of the French-American involvement blatantly 
demonstrates that both are aligned to the Falangist side, which has 
nothing to do with Lebanese legitimacy as the Falangists are in no 
way representatives of the people there in the same sense that the 
Druze Socialists are not. 

Hence, we wonder if the French and American presence in Leb- 
anon Has anything to do with the present conflict as much as it is 
related to America’s strategic needs and France's old colonial dreams 
in the region. These obviously have nothing to do with Lebanese 
sovereignty or territorial integrity. 

Al Diistour: Lebanon enters crucial phase 

THURSDAY’S SHELLING of Lebanese Socialist positions by U.S. 
warships is not the only material indicator of American military 
involvement in the Lebanese civil war. Such an involvement was 
physically present when American warplanes started .flying over 
Socialist positions in the Shouf mountains, and ever since the U.S. 
administration started reinforcing its troops with 2.UU0 extra mar- 
ines. 

Notwithstanding reports of concern among senior officials of the 
Reagan administration over the threats which endanger the lives of 
U.S. Marines in Lebanon, which has led to calls for withdrawing 
them, there have been sanctimonious calls to send more and more 
American warships to reinforce the present ones. If reports by the 
New York Times of recent summons by the Lebanese government to 
the U.S. administration to involve more multi-national troops in the 
Lebanese conflict, this should certainly be interpreted as a call for 
. such forces to make an assault on the mountains rather than being 
satisfied with long-distance shelling. 

The last six days' military and political developments, the most 
dangerous of which has been the stark partisan military involvement 
of the multi-national forces in support of one of the Lebanese fac- 
tions. show that the Lebanese civil war has entered its most crucial 
stage, and that Lebanon is set to become another Vietnam, inv- 
olvement in which will not be confined to the Americans alone. 


Thursday’s 

Al Ra’i: Falangists out of step 

THE CURRENT war in Lebanon will end with the whole nation 
being defeated and weakened for years to come. It seems that all the 
warring factions understand this except the Falangists who insist on 
extending their domination over all other parties and the whole of 
. Lebanon. We understand that the Lebanese army is trying to spread 
its authority over all Lebanese territory, but we cannot understand 
why the Falangists are pursuing their ambitious aims through further 
destruction and massacres. Their behaviour was mainly responsible 
for the latest out break of fighting which has dragged in the mul- 
tinational forces. Why do the Falangists continue to refuse to permit 
their country to be ruled by a coalition of the different political 
• parties where all communities will be represented and their rights 
respected? 

- The civil war in Lebanon will certainly slop if the Falangists ren- 
ounce their expansionist aims and their evil desires. Lebanon cannot 
be ruled by hatred or force of arms but with peace and accord. The 

. Lebanese army should pm an end to the Falangist atrocities if it is 
; really sincere in preserving the country’s peace and security. 

- Al Dustour: Mediation should resume 

SAUDI ARABIA Wednesday announced it was ending its med- 

- iation efforts to settle the Lebanese crisis. The announcement has 
. thus opened the door wide open for a full-scale civil war in Lebanon 
\ and the likelihood of foreign intervention in the country. Needless to 
. say certain element in Lebanon would welcome foreign intervention 

in which they see a way to salvage their future and a way of subduing 
•’ their opponents. In fact, they ought to have learnt a lesson from 
Israel’s intervention and the consequences of its invasion of Leb- 
anon. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Results of Israel’s work 

THE WAR of attrition in Lebanon can't be regarded as a victory for 
one party over any other. Victory cannot be measured by the number 
of people killed or villages taken or destroyed. Not one of the warring 
factions can perpetuate its hegemony and domination over large 
areas of land. Syria, which has had a military presence in Lebanon for 
the past eight years, had to withdraw under pressure. The same thing 
happened to Israel, to the Falangists and it wfll not be long before it 
applies to the Druze. 

The Lebanese situation is subject to any eventuality and no party 
can be the victor. Armed conflict cannot solve Lebanon's crisis and 
the warring factions both Druze and Falangists must eventually come 
to terms with this fact if they want a future characterised by peace. 
The two sides were mobilised whilst under Israeli occupation. But 
neither party has fired on the Israeli invaders, the real enemy of 
Lebanon and all Arabs. Israel prepared the ground for the current 
fighting so as to undermine any basis for peace and stability in 
Lebanon. We call for the establishment of a strong central gov- 
ern ment in Beirut that will group together all parties to the conflict so 
as to safeguard the rights of all communities and ensure a strong and 
sovereign, united country.

Arab civilisation contributed a lot 


SAN FRANCISCO — ' As I 
write these columns. 1 have 
often wished that my Arabic 
consisted of more than a few 
scraps, words here and there, * 
and an occasional phrase that I 
can make out. I know it is the 
tongue of one of the world’s 
greatest civilisations, like Chi- 
nese for the East of Asia. San- 
skrit for Lhe South (which I am 
totally ignorant of). Greek and 
Latin for the ancient Western 
world (which 1 know in scraps 
too but as a Westerner have 
acquired their spirit along with 
Western civilisation). 

I remember many years ago 
when travelling in Afghanistan 
that 1 learned my first words of 
Arabic, and with that acquired 
my first sense of Arab civ- 
ilisation. When visiting the anc- 
ient city of Balkh. I was told by 
local people that it was fre- 
quently called: Umm Ul-Bilad. 
or mother of cities. I asked 
why. and they responded that it 
was the oldest city in the world. ' 


Who knows but that they 
may have been right! That pan 
of the world was the site of very 
ancient cities which modern 
archaeology has- discovered. 
But then equally or more anc- 
ient were Mesopotamia and 
Egypt. And lately arc- 
haeologist s have discovered 
very ancient remains in nor- 
thern Thailand. It does not 
matter... and in any case can 
never be known... which mot- 
her of what ancient cities was 
the oldest! 

It must have been some early 
Arab traveller who gave Balkh 
this name. But the name was 
given at a time when the Arab 
empires were at the height of 
their gloty. and that gloxy was 
exemplified by great cities: 
Mecca. Medina. Damascus. 
Jerusalem. Baghdad. Cordoba. 
Cairo or its predecessor Al 
Fustat. Arab civilisation, 
commerce, science, phi- 
losophy. literature and the arts 
grew up in great cities. It was an 


urban civilisation, as Ibn Kha- 
ldun pointed out in his Muq- 
addima. And that civilisation 
contributed to the rise of other 
cities and other civilisations. 
Thus the brilliant urban civ- 
ilisation of southern France in 
the latter centuries of the first 
Christian millenium was partly 
spurred on by the Arab cities. 
Distant Canton in China had 
some 100.000 Arab and Per- 
sian inhabitants in the Xth and 
9th centuries. Even today it has 
the oldest existing mosque in 
China. 

While admiring the ruins of 
BaJkh. 1 chanced to talk to a 
man with a vast beard in tea 
house. As usual in Afg- 
hanistan. I asked him his tribe 
or qaum in the Farsi tongue. 
He answered: Arab. 1 was ast- 
onished. How could there be 
Arabs some 1500 to 2000 kil- 
ometres from the Arab World. 
Was he a visitor? No. he said. 
His ancestors had been there 
since the times of the Prophet. 


He was a Ouraishi. Then he 
proceeded to speak Arabic to 
me. of which I understood not- 
hing. but knew enough to judge 
that it was indeed Arabic. 

Later 1 found, on going thr- 
ough libraries in the U.S.. that 
indeed there were several tho- 
usands of Arabs in Aghanistan 
and the adjacent territory of 
Soviet Central Asia. Russian 
scholars had. in fact, recorded 
the language and found it to be 
a very ancient Arabic. The 
Arabs I saw were all nomads 
and in fact lived in the typical 
round teats of their fellow Tur- 
kish nomads. They were not 
people of the cities but of the 
vast plains, just as their anc- 
estors must have been Bed- 
ouins. 

Like all nomads, these Arabs 
were extremely friendly. They 
had none of the distrust that ] 
often felt from the city- 
dwellers of the region. They 
had no idea what I was doing in 
so remote a part of the world 


from ray own country, but 
never asked q uestions. Some of 
the city people, though, pro- 
bably thought 1 was a CIA 
agent or even a Russian spy! 

Like Ibn Khaldun. 1 have 
been reflecting on the meaning 
of those two early contacts of 
mine with Arabs and Arab civ- 
ilisation. And 1 have tried to 
consider its significance in bro- 
ader human terms. Cities tho- 
usands of years ago were sou- 
rces of wealth and are so now. 
Cities create money, and 
money is a kind of magnetism 
that takes products and gives 
them a dynamism. In a world 
where there is a lot of money, 
virtually everything gets so 
magnetised. 

Yet money does, in fact, cor- 
rode human ties. It makes peo- 
ple selfish, greedy, and esp- 
ecially enormously self- 
concerned. Vet my sense of 
nomads was that they were 
some of the least self- 
concerned peopcl I had ever 


met. But they were poor, very 
poor in fact. Somehow their 
poverty and humanity went 
hand in hand, whereas for city 
people it was greater wealth 
coupled with other qualities 
like intelligence, shrewdness, 
ambition and so on. qualities 
which I too admire. 

A final irony in these ref- 
lections. Balkh today is mostly 
a ruin. So are most of the other 
citities of ancient Central Asia. 
Our ancient Western cities all 
were ruined before they rev- 
ived in the Renaissance. The 
great cities of Arab civilisation 
all declined. China has ancient 
cities, but few of her modem 
cities are direct descendants of 
the ancient ones. Yet Lhe bea- 
rded Arab nomads I met were 
survivors, survivors tor a tho- 
usand years or more. I have 
wondered: Why is it not pos- 
sible for such powerful human 
ties to be grafted on the exc- 
iting and productive life of cit- 
ies? 


TASS blames the Americans for S. Korean airliner incident 


FOLLOWING is a partial text of 
Sunday’s TASS statement, tra- 
nslated from Russian: 

‘Washington is fevereshly cov- 
ering up traces of the provocation 
staged against the Soviet Union 
with the utilisation of the South 
Korean plane, which has flown out 
of the United States and intruded 
into the Soviet Union's air space. 

The White House and the Dep- 
artment of State are mounting a 
world-wide, rabid. anti-Soviet 
campaign. The tone is set by the 
U.S. president. In his statements 
permeated with frenzied hatred 
and malice forthe Soviet State, for 
Socialism, using as a cover-up 
bombastic phrases about ‘hum- 
anism' and ‘noble feelings.' the 
head of the White House is trying 
to convince public opinion that the 
USSR allegedly is guilty of loss of 
life. 

Issuing forth torrents of vicious 
abuses, representatives of the U.S. 
administration want to avoid ans- 
wering clear questions: Why did 
the plane happen to find itself in 
the air space of the Soviet Union, 
deviating by 500 kilometres from 
the existing international route? 
Why did the authorities of the 
U.S. and Japan, whose air traffic 
controlling services control flights 
of planes on this route, knowing 
that the plane had remained for a 
long time in Soviet air space, had 
not taken appropriate measures to 
put an end to this flagrant vio- 
lation of sovereignty of the Soviet 
Union? 

Let us quote a statement on this 
score, which was made on French 
television by General Gallois. a 
specialist of France in strategic 
issues. He declared: “The Soviet 


armed forces have two zones 
which may be considered as being 
top secret: the area of Murmansk 
in the Kola peninsula and the zone 
of the Sea of Okhotsk, where the 
Kamchatka peninsula and the isl- 
and of Sakhlin are situated . There 
are. the general said, “a con- 
siderable part of the Soviet navy 
concentrated and intercontinental 
ballistic missile testing facilities 
located there." General Galois 
recalled that several years ago the 
Soviet air force in the area of the 
Kola peninsula compelled what 
also was a South Korean plane to 
land. 

U.S. officials are striving to 
prove that the latest plane “wan- 
dered off its flight path." that it 
“lost communication contact 
etc. What “loss of communication 
contact” can it be. if the U.S. aut- 
horities admitted that they had 
been following the flight thr- 
oughout its duration? 

The flimsiness of the attempts 
of the White House to justify the 
“appearance of the South Korean 
plane in the air space of the Soviet 
Union by some technical mal- 
function" is also made obvious by 
statements of the former head of 
the joint chiefs of staff to the Jap- 
anese armed forces, at present the 
military observer of the new- 
spaper Mainichi Shimbun. G. 
Takeda. 

In this connection, it is proper to 
ask: What the thoroughly hyp- 
ocritical “sorrow" demonstrated 
by the White House is based on? 
Or does Mr. President believe that 
the very concept of nat- 
ional sovereignty no longer exists 
and one may intrude with imp- 
unity into the air space of ind- 
ependent states? Or is he viewing 


the whole world now as a“zone of 
U.S. vital interests?" 

The Western press reported 
also that the crews of the South 
Korean liners on this route are 
made up solely of air force pilots. 

The Australian newspaper. 
Sydney Morning Herald, pointed 
OUL in its turn, that the South 
Korean plane could have been 
taken in the Soviet Union for a 
U.S. spy plane since on radars it 
looked like an intelligence plane 
of the U.S. air force, and that it 
could also well be mistaken for a 
U.S. E4B bomber. 

The U.S. presidenr asks: How 
one can conduct negotiations with 
a state which is capable of such 
actions? 

This phrase in itself explains a 
great deal. Why so? Because the 
U.S. administration is going out of 
its way to disrupt the process of 
normalisation of the situation in 
the world, to evade solving pro- 
blems facing the world which are 
vital to the interests of nations. 

The head of the White House is 
shedding hypocritic tears over 
what has happened! More than 
once the world has witnessed the 
situation when Washington off- 
icials speak of “humaneness." 
while at the same time U.S. Mar- 
ines. acting in concert with Israeli 
aggressors, commit mass killings 
in Lebanon, when under the gui- 
dance of American instructors: 
bandits perpetrate atrocities in 
sovereign Nicaragua and make 
short work of Salvadorean pat- 
riots. The world knows the worth 
of this “sorrow" and “concern for 
humaneness." Some time ago it 
brought about the killing of sev- 
eral million people in Indochina. 


The purpose of this provocation 
with the plane is more than obv- 
ious. However, the Washington 
administration will be unable to 


put the Soviet Union and its peo- 
ple in a bad light, as it is frantically 
trying to do these days. Its designs 
are frustrated by irrefutable facts. 


It will be impossible to cover up 
the traces of dirry deeds with the 
help of vicious abuses.' — The

Punjab Sikhs press for autonomy

NEW DELHI — A year after mil- 
itant Sikhs began a campaign for 
greater autonomy in India's Pun- 
jab state Lhe movement has rea- 
ched a crossroads. 

Political sources said its future 
course was likely to be derided at a 
meeting this weekend which 
would consider whether protests 
like a symbolic occupation of Pun- 
jab government offices last Mon- 
day were effective enough. 

The two-day meeting, had been 
organised by hardline Sikhs over 
the heads of campaign leaders and 
its discussion of the past 12 
months' activities could split the 
movement, the sources said. 

Until now moderates from the 
main Sikh political party, the 
Akali DaL have run the campaign 
to wrest religious and political 
concessions from Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi's Congress (I) 
Party, which also rules the north 
Indian state. 

The meeting, called by hardline 
religious leader Jarnail Singh Bhi- 
ndranwale. a preacher of Sikh 
fundamentalism who wears a pis- 
tol on his hip. will consider how 
much is gained by the moderates' 
tactics and by actions like the one 
on Monday. 

During the protest thousands of 
Sikhs, many waving swords, sto- 
rmed past police into government 
offices in several cities smashing 
furniture, windows and destroying 
files as part of a one-day strike 
throughout the Punjab, where 
most of India's 12 million Sikhs 
live. 

The Times of India newspaper 
judged the occupations and the 
whole campaign as “just another 
interlude in the year-long con- 
frontation". and hardline Sikhs 
complained that although such 
protests were dramatic, they ach- 
ieve little. 

Over the past year. Sikhs also 
blocked railways and roads, lea- 


ding to clashes in which at least 2 1 
people died. Some political sou- 
rces believe if hardliners take over 
the movement, violence could inc- 
rease. 

The next phase of the mod- 
erates’ plan is to force Punjab's 
parliamentarians to either sign a 
memorandum backing Sikh dem- 
ands or resign. 

Mrs. Gandhi has conceded most 
Sikh religious demands, such as 
allowing Sikhs to carry ritual dag- 
gers on domestic airliners, and set 
up a commission to look at greater 
state autonomy. 

The Akali Dal leader Harchand 
Singh Longowal. considered a 


moderate and who earlier wel- 
comed the commission, now rej- 
ects further dialogue and wants ail 
Sikh demands met. 

Political sources said Mr. Lon- 
gowal had been pushed into an 
uncompromising attitude in a bid 
to retrieve ground lost to the rad- 
icals. who argue that Mrs. Gandhi 
has worn down and out- 
manoeuvred the movement by a 
war of attrition. 

"The Akalis will realise that 
their campaign will only alienate 
the people and further erode their 
support." Punjab's inspector- 
general of police. Pritam Singh 
Bhinder. told Reuters.

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Arias upsets Noah in U.S. Open Pit l uet fastest in practice for Italian race 


NEW YORK \K) — Nineteen- 
year-old Jimmy Arias of the U.S.. 
a 5-foot 9-inch bundle of exp- 
losive power. Thursday night 
upset fourth-seeded Yannick 
Noah of France. 7-6. 4-6. 6-3. 1*6. 
7-5. to reach the scmi-ftnalsof the 
U.S. Open Tennis Cha- 
mpionships. 

The ninth-seeded Arias, the 
youngest player to reach the 
semi-finals in the 1 6-year-old his- 
tory of the tournament, will next 
meet second-seeded Ivan Lendl of 
Czechoslovakia, who beat vlais 
Wiiander of Sweden earlier on 
Thursday. 6-4. 6-4. 7-6. 

Arias, who is from Grand Isl- 
and. New York, electrified a cap- 
acity crowd of more than 2t , .m«) 
at the U.S. National Tennis Cen- 
tre with his devastating gro- 
undstroke assault against the 
6-foot 4-inch Noah. 

Cool and composed thr- 
oughout. Arias won the climactic 
fifth set when he broke Noah's 
service in the 1 2th. and final, game 
at 15. 

Thai turned out to be the only 
service break of the exciting, bri- 
lliantly played fifth set. 

Noah, the French Open cha- 
mpion. who had beaten Arias in 
their only previous meeting a year 
ago. fell behind. 1 5-40. in the i 2th 
game when he netted a backhand, 
double-faulted and drove a for- 


ehand volley long. 

At double-breakpoint, the Fre- 
nchman hammered in a hard, flat 
first service. Taking it on the rise 
with his lethal forehand. Arias dri- 
lled a crosscourt service-return 
winner past Noah for the match. 

Though he has won three tou- 
rnaments this year, including the 
Italian Open and the U.S. clay 
court title. Arias was a heavy und- 
erdog to Noah, since the Fre- 
nchman is believed to possess the 
more solid all-round game. 

At that. Noah played brilliantly. 
But in the end. Arias’ awesome 
forehand — one of the hardest on 
the men's circuit — along with his 
own strong baseline play and acc- 
urate serving proved more than 
Noah could handle. 

Defending champion Jimmy 
Connors, who beat Lendl in last 
year's final, will face fellow- 
American Bill Scanlon, who pro- 
duced the shock of the event by 
ousting top-seeded John McE- 
nroe in the fourth round, in the 
other semi-final. Both won their 
quarter-final contests on Wed- 
nesday. 

Lendl. 23. had lost two of his 
last three matches to the 19- 
year-old Wiiander and three out 
of five overall. Two of Wiiander' s 
wins were on clay, but the last one. 
in late August, was a 6-1). 6-3 vic- 
tory on a similar asphalt surface in 


Cincinnati. 

Wiiander. the 19X2 French 
Open Champion, followed up that 
victory with a 6-4. 6-4 win over 
McEnroe in the final. 

All eight of his previous tou- 
rnament victories had been on 
day. But by capturing the title in 
Cincinnati. Wiiander proved con- 
clusively he was capable of win- 
ning on a hard, fast surface. 

But on Thursday Lendl played 
far better than he did in Cin- 
cinnati. atoning for that defeat 
with a solid and impressive dem- 
onstration of his aggressive game. 

Lendl, the only men’s player 
who has not lost a set in this tou- 
rnament. had more angle and gre- 
ater depth on his punishing gro- 
undstrokes. volleyed more eff- 
ectively and was far more ove- 
rpowerin on serve. 

Lendl scored with 27 placement 
winners. 2d of them with his vau- 
nted forehand, as against 13 win- 
ners by Wiiander. And he drilled 
in 1 <i aces, including three in rhe 
eighth game of the second set. 
Wiiander had just four. 

As he must to win on a fast sur- 
face. Wiiander attacks the net 
more often now and he did so fre- 
quently on Thursday. But his vol- 
ley. still the weakest pan of his 
game, often lacked depth and 
angle, enabling Lendl to nm it 
down and reply with winners.

Prost. with 51 points, is eight 
ahead of Amoux. who was cat- 


apulted back into the running 
after his Dutch victory, while 
Tambay and Piquet share third 
position on 37.

Arsenal’s commendable new 
attacking policy may now need 
adjustments and certainly they 
need quality players in midfield to 
give Nicholas the service he needs 
to make an impact on the English 
game.

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Experts call for new 
Bretton Woods conference 


LONDON (R) - A report for 
Commonwealth finance ministers 
by leading bankers and eco- 
nomists Thursday called for a 
re-examination of world financial 
and trading systems and an int- 
ernational conference along the 
lines of Bretton Woods. 

It was at Bretton Woods. New 
Hampshire, in July. 1 944. that the 
foundations of the world's pos- 
twar economic order were laid. 

The experts said in the report 
that they were not calling for a 
dismantling of existing int- 
ernational institutions, but for 
improved stabilisation mec- 
hanisms and protection for poorer 
countries from economic shocks. 

The report would be discussed 
at a Commonwealth finance min- 
isters' meeting in Trinidad and 
Tobago on SepL 21 and 22. the 
London-based Commonwealth 


Secretariat said. 

Many of the issues would also 
be discussed at the ann ual meeting 
in Washington a week later of the 
international Monetary Fund 
(IMF} and the World Bank. 

The report, "towards a new 
Bretton Woods” advocates gui- 
delines to secure more stable exc- 
hange rates under IMF sur- 
veillance and efforts to stabilise 
commodity prices. 

A system of floating currencies 
since the early 1970s had been 
accompanied by frequent shifts of 
capital between countries and cur- 
rencies. the report said, making it 
hard for individual countries to 
plan their economic policies. 

A decline in commodity prices 
in the late l-970s and early 19R<>s.

Mr. W.C. Mott, executive vice 
president of G.M.'s overseas unit, 
told Reuters that G.M. agents 
would meet Algerian government 
representatives later this month to 
seek approval for a jobt venture. 

Car industry sources said G.M. 
was only one of 15 btemational 
makers of cars and light trucks to 
respond to an Algerian gov- 
ernment request for proposals 
that would give the country its 
own car industry. 

Mr. Mott said G.M. proposed to 
build a car and light-truck ass- 
embly plant and a sheet-metal 
stamping factory about 160 kil- 
ometres from Oran b western 
Algeria. 


Delors calls on E.C. 
to give monetary lead 




PARIS (Ri — French Finance 
Minister Jacques Delors said Thu- 
rsday the West was failing to tac- 
kle global indebtedness and dep- 
endence on the dollar that was 
threatenbg economic recovery, 
and he called on the European 
Community (E.C.) to give a lead. 

In a signed article b the daily Le 
Monde, Mr. Delors said the most 
serious issue was that nothing had. 
been done to rebuild an efficient 
and equitable bternational mon- 
etary system. 

Mr. Delors said a strengthened 
and more self-confident E.C. 
could press the issues which nee- 
ded to be addressed and demand 
progress from the United States 
and Japan. 

So far the West had managed to 
cope with debt reschedulbg but 
the problems were not over yet. 


Mr. Delors cited three specific 
issues to be tackled. 

First, developbg countries must 
achieve growth rates which are 
higher than the level of real ini- 
erest rates, that is after allowing 
for inflation. 

Second, Special Drawing 
Rights, an bternational reserve 
currency issued by the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF), 
should be allocated to developing 
countries, to improve their means 
of achievbg faster growth. 

Third. Mr. Delors said the fin- 
ancing mechanisms for developing 
countries needed to be better coo- 
rdbated. 

He proposed longer term adj- 
ustment programmes agreed bet- 
ween countries, the IMF and the 
World Bank.

Icaragua on full alert after 
ring raid by rebel aircraft 


Flight 007: Anatomy of a disaster 


MANAGUA (R) — Leftist Nicaragua has put its air 
defences on Hi&Yimuin alert after anti-government 
rebels sent two aircraft to bomb Managua for the 
first time since the country’s civil war ended in 1979. 


“Today more than ever we must 
be nn alert against counter- 
revolutionary attacks.” Defence 
ylinistcr Humberto Ortega told 
journalists Thursday night. He 
added that anti-aircraft units thr- 
oughout the country and air force 
headquarters were ready to go 
into action. 

A rebel twin-engine propeller 
plane bombed Managua's air 
force base Thursday before it was 
hit by anti-aircraft fire and cra- 
shed in a ball of flames against the 
control tower of the adjacent int- 
ernational airport. 


Ai the same time, a second ins- 
urgent plane attacked the res- 
idential district of La Fontana and 
dropped a bomb near the home of 
Foreign Minister Miguel cTEsc- 
cuo. 

The government said several 
people were wounded in the raid 
on the airbase but no deaths were 
reported apart from the two pilots 
of the assault plane. The second 
aircraft escaped. 


Panama City meeting 

In Panama City, where nine 


Latin American ministers are loc- 
ked in negotiations to find a peace 
formula for Central America. Mr. 
cf Escoio decnounced the surprise 
attack as “condemnable in every 
respect" and said President Rea- 
gan was to blame. 

He said the U.S. was “financing, 
training, directing this cowardly 
war that is being waged against 
our people.” 

Responsibility tor the raid was 
claimed in neighbouring Costa 
Rica by the Democratic Rev- 
olutionary Alliance FAROE j. an 
organisation under the military 
command of former Nicaraguan 
Deputy Defence Minister Eden 
Pastora.

Roman, a former senior pilot of 
the national airline Aeronica. def- 
ected last year and appeared at a 
press conference in Miami where 
he said he had flown Nicaraguan 
leaders during and after the “civil 
war.

Many questions remain una- 
nswered as analysts seek an exp- 
lanation why Korean airlines 
flight u()7 from New v'ork to Seoul 
with 26V people on board went 
disastrously off course and ended 
up at the bottom of the Sea of 
Japan. 

Aviation experts say there are 
two key puzzles — why the jumbo 
jet strayed so far off course into 
sensitive Soviet airspace and whe- 
ther Soviet fighters knew that ihev 
were firing at. 

The United States and the Sov- 
iet Union offered widely con- 
flicting accounts. 

All sides seem to agree on one 
point: The plane left its scheduled 
course over the northern Pacific 
Ocean and veered westward over 
the southern tip of the Kamchatka 
Peninsula. 

From then onwards the two v er- 
sions differ sharply. 

Washington said the jumbo left 
its course for an unclear, innocent 
reason and was easily identifiable 
as civilian. 

The Soviet Lftiion says the plane 
strayed kilometres into its air 
space deliberately, flying over 
Kamchatka, the sea Okhotsk and 
Sakhalin Island — all containing 
top-secret military installations — 
on a spying mission for the U.S. 

The rival versions differ sharply 
on what preceded the downing of 
the plane. 

Moscow said the Korean Boe- 
ing 747 at first ignored calls from 
ground stations, then signals from 
interceptors including tracer war- 
ning shots fired along its path. 

The Americans say no attempt 
was made by the Soviet pilots to 
contact the aircraft. 

Western aviation experts dis- 
pute Moscow’s account. They say 
the transcript of taped con- 
versations between Soviet fighters 
and ground control, presented by 
the U.S. at a U.N. security council 
debate, suggest the Soviet planes 
never got close enough to ' the 
jumbo to exercise a full int- 
erception process. 

One veteran pilot said: "The 
messages of the Soviet pilot seem 
to indicate preparations for a kill 
rather than an interception." 


Moscow said the jumbo was fly- 
ing without navigational lights. * 
A communication from a Soviet 
pilot, recorded in the published 
transcript, said: “The A.N.O. ( Air 
Navigational Lights i are bur- 
ning. The (strobe i light is fla- 
shing."

U.S. officials said an RC-135 
passed close to the jumbo about 
two hours before it disappeared 
from radar screens. Bui it said the 
spy plane, a modified version of a 
Boeing 7u7. was 1.6FMI kilometres 
away and had landed in Alaska 
when the incident occurred. 

To support its allegation of esp- 
ionage. Moscow said Washington 
failed to warn the Korean plane’s 
pilots of their course error alt- 
hough it later appeared the Ame- 
ricans were monitoring events. 

The U.S. said that recordings of 
the interception were analvsed 
only after the plane had "dis- 
appeared. 

Moscow said the pilot tried to 
contact the jumbo on the int- 
ernational distress signal. 

But aviation experts in London 
say any radio contact between mil- 
itary and civilian aircraft is com- 
plicated by the fact that they use 
different frequencies.

Although air controllers can 
normally detect planes on their 
radars over land, the limited range 
ol rad a i scanners means aircraft 
cannoi be detected over the high 
seas such as the northern Pacific. 
The pilot would be solely res- 
ponsible for the direction in which 
his plane was flying, ex pens said. 

Japan said its radar picked up 
the Korean airlineronly for about 
17 minutes before it crashed but 
controllers had no way of knowing 
it was flight [HU. 

Another question is whether 
the Korean crew knew they were 
being intercepted.

Apparently acting on Lean’s 
information, police and British 
troops swooped on nearly 2t» 
homes in West Belfast and took at 
least IS people into custody. 

Shortly before the raids. Lean's 
family were taken from their 
home in the strongly Republican 
area of Ballymurphy. in West Bel- 
fast. io a secret hiding place to pro- 
tect them from any attempt to. 
kidnap them to try to make Lean' 
retract. 

The sources said his inf- 
ormation would be invaluable. As 
IRA quartermaster for West Bel- 
fast. and possibly the whole city, 
he was second in command in the 
outlawed group’s Belfast Brigade. 

One IRA source said he was 
nick-named “rocket-man" bec- 
ause he was in charge of Soviet- 
made RPG-7 rockets used occ- 
asionally with devastating effect 
against armoured police and armv 
patrols.

PEKING (R) — Six people, inc- 
luding a woman, were executed in 
the northwest Chinese city of Xian 
last Tuesday as pan of a con- 
tinuing crackdown on crime, acc- 
ording to a provincial newspaper.

DUBLIN (Ri — Ireland has voted 
for a controversial constitutional 
amendment outlawing abortion, 
but the result appears to have rai- 
sed as many questions as it has 
answered. 

The amendment to put an exi-. 
sling legal ban on abortion into the 
constitution was carried by a two- 
thirds majority. However only a 
little over 50 per cent of the 2.3 
million electorate bothered to 
vote. 

Both pro- and anti-amendment 
supporters immediately claimed 
the result as a victory for their 
cause. 

The low turnout was widely 
seen as reflecting uncertainty 
among voters after one of the bit- 
terest debates in Irish history 
which divided political parties, 
families, neighbourhoods and pro- 
fessions. 

The results pointed up a split 
between urban and rural areas, 
with the countryside voting pre- 
dominantly in favour of the ame- 
ndment and the cities divided. 

All five of the 41 electoral reg- 
ions to vote against the ame- 
ndment were in Dublin.
